Last week we had a resumption of the unfortunate incidents which have from 
time to time marred games between “National” teams. It is not for us at this time 
to condemn or congpne either club. ‘That is the job of the League Management 
Committee. Nevertheless it would seem that there are still hot heads in the game 
who care so little for the future of the round ball code, that they are prepared 
not only to have it held up to ridicule by others, but also to cause incidents 
end ‘scenes which necessitate the calling in of the law. This state of affairs is 
most unsatisfactory, but the making of wild statements to the Press by club 
officials will not improve things. It is to be hoped that all concerned in this 
regrettable business will by now have seen «the damage that such actions can 
cause the game which we all follow so avidly. One thing is certain, and must 
be seriously considered by any club which has had such an affair at their ground. 
Local councils will certainly think twice about letting grounds to clubs whose 
supporters are likely to start a near riot, particularly should there be some other 
club with a different game also applying for that ground. Should such an 
event occur, the game itself will suffer and not just the few people who have 
caused the bother.’ These, no doubt, would go to some; other ground where once 
more their knowledge of “mob violence” could be exploited. 

Last Sunday I took a triv to Flinders to see the “Kangaroos” (Mr. W. R. 

After a shaky start the ‘Roos put 
on some pretty football and in the latter stages of the game got very much on top.

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THE DISCIPLINARY COMMITTEE 
By STUART BEATON (Sec. V.A.S.F.A.) 


Whilst browsing through back numbers of “Soccer News,’ it suddenly camc 
to me that no article of any description had ever been written about the Dis- 
ciplinary Committee of the Association. It madé me wonder if soccer enthusiasts 
had ever given any thought to this committee and the tremendously vital and 
important job that they havd been doing, and at the present moment are doing. 
No more harder working committee exists, as its members are dragged out of their 
homes every week, in some instances only for one hour, and in other instances 
all evening.- At their meetings, evidence from all parties concerned, has to be 
sifted piece by piece until finally judgment is given. These men are in the 
qame because they love it, but I often wonder what their inner feelings are 
when they are forced to sentence a player. 

Now take the case of the players. They play the game also because they 
love it. In their own minds they feel, during a game, that some incident is 
unfair and they protest, perhaps verbally, gerhaps physically. The Referee then 
acts according to the rules laid down, and the player is sent off the field. 
For that one moment of indiscretion the player has probably to stand on 
the touchline for weeks and watch his own team-mates playing without him. 
It is virtually a sentence which becomes harder and harder as the weeks pass. 

Looking at this matter from all sides it is obvious to the writer that the 
solution to this matter lies with the players themselves, but the clubs can help 
by advising players. It is significant that rarely do the First Division Players 
receive marching orders and this is due no doubt to the fact that in this 
Division the players are told by their committees that they must abide by the 
rules irrespective of their personal opinions. 

It is a fine thing for a player to say after he has finished his playing career: 
“I was never cautioned or ordered off the field of play.” The writer of this 
article has this distinction and is proud ;of, it. 

And so, having finished my browsings, I can now retire to my warm bed 
ee the happy thought that not being a ‘player, I shall never have to appear 
hefore the three wise men (and I think they are wise) of the Disciplinary 
Committee. :

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“Soka” is now the game in Niue. 
By KEN WARBURTON 


The international nature of our game is well known, and for many years the 
code has been well established in Fiji, West Samoa, the Gilbert and Eilice Islands, 
Nauru, Solomons, New Caledonia, New Hebrides and many other small Pacific 
Islands. When played by the natives (barefoot, by the way!) it has more than 
a suggestion of local rules superimposed upon those laid down by our F.A. 
However, what is lacking in this regard is more than made up for by the enthu- 
siasm the players put into the game. The introduction of soccer to these islands 
is easily. traceable, in the case of New Hebrides, New Caledonia and other 
Crench possessions. French Nationals, banished from their beloved France by 
virtue of their acceptance of positions in these outposts of the French Colonial 
Empire, lost no time in teaching the natives, and in later years, when Chinese 
were brought in on the indenture s¥stem to work in the mines, they also did their 
share in keeping the game popular. With the British possessions, Trust territories, 
Protectorates, etc. there was little, if any, European influence, the indentured 
Chinese being mostly responsible, and in the case of Fiji, where there is a large 
Indian population, it was a mixture of the two. 

Now the game has been introduced to Niue, a colony directly under New 
Zealand trusteeship, by the London Missionary Society, as the following extract 
from “P.I.M.” illustrates: 

“The lads of the Boys’ Brigade have taken to the game in a big way, 
and, although essentially a cool weather sport, the keenness is so great that 
the boys play even in December and January when the heat is intense. 

One could hardly say that the rules are strictly adhered to, but despite 
this fact, the teams after one year are showing considerable ability, and 
in a year or two will provide strong opposition to teams from visiting 
warships. The crowds, too, are becoming ‘Soka’-minded, and a neat piece 
of heading or a hefty kick downfield brings its applause from the appro- 
priate section of the crowd. One habit which is dying rather hard is the 
tendency of a scoring side to give themselves a hearty clap as the ball 
goes into the net. They also vent their joy with a series of ‘Niuean yells’ 
(and anyone who has heard the Maoris in full battle assault will know what 
this means). The Mission hopes that through the agency of this sport 
will come the means of teaching the youth of the island the essentials of 
sportsmanship, This winter, organised matches will be played between ten 
of the villages for a shield made and presented by two Ministry of Works 
Officials who are taking an interest in the games.” 

Now what about it, fellow councillors, can we get some good publicity, and 
also give the game a kick along by donating another trophy to the L.M.S. for 
competition on Niue? I suggest a shield of polished wood, with ten or so &.P.N\S. 
shields surrounding a centre-piece, also in E.P.N.S., for annual inscription on the 
small shields, and on the centre piece appropriate wording as to donor. etc,

THE COACH SAYS ° 


WHEN PLAYING GOALKEEPER KNOW THE RULES 


The position of goalkeeper being the last line of defence before the goal, it 
is most important that he should reduce: the possibility of mistakes to a minimum, 
for any mistake is a goal. ‘The goalkeeper has the advantage that he kuows the 
opposition has to get the ball past him in, a limited area; he can use his experience 
and observations to position himself in such a way as to cause this area to 
appear very small to the would-be goal-scorer. 


Let us first be clear exactly what you, as goalkeeper, can and cannot 
do and have done to you. (a) You cannot be charged inside the goal area except 
when you are actually holding the ball. (b) Outside the goal area you can be 
charged when playing the ball, just as if you were an ordinary player. (c) The . 
opposition is never allowed to ‘kick at the ball when you are holding it in your 
hands. (d) You are not allowed to handle the ball outside the penalty area. If you 
do, a free-kick for “hands” will be awarded against you from which a goal can be 
scored direct. (e) You are not allowed to run with the ball in. your hands for more 
than four paces without bouncing it. If you infringe this law an “indirect” free-kick 
will be awarded against you, which must touch another player before entering the 
net in order to count as a goal. If it enters the net without touching another _ 
player, a goal-kick should be given. (f) When taking a goal-kick, you can put 
the ball anywhere withir the goal area on the side of the field the referee has 
indicated. Your kick must be a place kick (i.e, you must kick the ball from 
where it has been placed on the ground) and.the ball must pass outside the 
penalty area before it is properly in play. If the kick does not pass outside the 
penalty area for any reason, it must be retaken. We will continue with the 
goalkeeper next week,
